"Snbntartne shelling us," was the 
first message the destroyer picked up. 
The poaltloB ahowed tho BrUiaher 
waa 90 aUlaa away, which meant a 

run of Ave honrt through high aeas 

for the destroyer. 

The .Xiiiiricaii craft was Just pet- 
tiiiK under full speed when her wire- 
less sounded the second and final 
message. It read: "Abandoning ship.' 

Only floating wreckage greeted the 
AmaricaB blaa Jaekala whas they 
reached the aceaa, bat thoy patrolled 
the Ticinity for two days in the hope 
vf flndiiiK some survivors Owiiii; to 
the IiIkIi seas il m ems doubtful if any 
of the Kunlii'ii vessid's ci 
cued by passing ships.
